After losing many of its 


best soldiers- the division was brought 
to the -western front shortly before the 


1 beginning of the March offensive with- 
out being in any way re-enforced, cer- 
tain of its regiments containing com- 
panies of only ICO men. lu May it oc- 
cupied a section of the Chemin des 
Dames sector, there representing that 
type of division -which the Germans 
call "front divisions." 


Its participation In the attack of 


May 26 has been clearly traced; dur- 
ing the night of the 26th. it sent out 
numerous patrols to protect the work 
of constructing bridges over the Ail- 
ette and at the same time to be within 
a useful distance to participate ia tfcs 
attack on the Chemin des Dames. The 
storming divisions then replaced it at 
the moment -when the artillery prep- 
aration, began. 


In. the evening of tne 27th the divi- 


sion returned to Grandelain, north of 
the Ailette, •which it left again the 
nert day for the Vesle in conformity 
with the movement of the troops which 
preceded It 
On the evening of the 


2Sth it was at Yatnchertin. and arrived ' 
at Cersenil during the night. From i 
that moment, on account of the exten- . 
sion of the divisions which preceded 
it. it began to send units into the first 
line to fill in the gaps. On the 29th : 
It was at Joumlgces and on the SOtii . 
at Brnyeres.

June 1 found the "entire division in ' 


the lines relieving tired troops; in fact, 
it had entered the battle. It attacked 
at Bonnes, then marched .to Bussiares* 
where it encountered French and 
American troops and cnderweat cruel 
losses- It was there, to the south of
